Dear Con^rossman Waldie, 

This letter is prompted by this momin^j’s story on. the suit of which you ore 
part and yesterday's hearing before Judge Gossell. It relates to JaworskL rather 
than Oox and it niay suggest motive for selecting Jaworski. 

JaMorsld. handled clandestine CIA money as a member of the board of the Anderson 
fund. Ho has refused to raaign this post. I suggest it confronts hiai with a 
conflict for he will have to decide whether to iiwestngate CIA involvement ^d then 
vrtxethor to seek an indictment or indictments. I an without doubt there sho^d be such 
indictments from woric on a book I am writing, has lied about this record. 

Jaworski held a post similai’ to his present obligation as specif counsel to 
the 2eraa Court of Inquiry when President Kennedy was ascaasinated. I looked |nto the 
record of that Texas investigation as part of my work on this assassxnation. It is the 
biggest and most deliberate whitewasli of all. 

Knowing these things and having the proof in my files, I t^d a number of newspapers 
and reporters. Initially, there was reluetanoe. Art Kevin, reporter for K^IPC, I^s 
Angeles, did follow tlio leads I provided him and his station and others wits the ^ 
ownership did an honest job of reporting after interviews he conducted by phone, ^^ere 
was confirmation from John H. Freeman, Jaworski' s partner and from a man on a companion 
CIA conduit in How York, Eli Whitney Debevoise, 

John Hanrahan of The V/ashington Post also ppokc to these men and others and 
was given virtually the identical confirmation. What is interesting in this ease and 
one other is that between the time of the Kevin and Hanrahan interviews there were 
Identical shifts in the dates of this CIA activity, the later accounts in each case 
having it end earlier. 

It is my understoiKling that at first Jaworski issued a denial of any CIA connection 
or knowledge of having had any CIA connection and then fudging this by pretending a 
hazy rocolloction. In fact there was so much publicity when tliis f^n^page story brake 
4f ho had been ignorant, his ignorance then had to have ended. In fact he handleu the 
extensive funds personally eiccording to one account, that if the recipient, 

Jaworski, personally, handled one of the more significant coverings up to the 
JFK investigation. Should this interest you, I can provide the proof to toe form of 
unpublished official correspondence. His record was not that of on imp^ial inves - 
gator but of a partisan. Ho expressed displeasure at the publication of the unwelc 
report and then covered it up. as the reporter who then wrote the story told two 
repoi*terSf Kevin and Hanrahan» thin week. 

Heoauso of tlio significance of present events I give you these names. However, 
should you de.sire to make any use. I would ask that you get thoir assent because I 
do not want Kevin or Hanrahan to face any problems with their employers.
